Service Pay 

Brought sharply to the fore by 
Secretary of War Woodring’s letter 
pointing out disparities in service pay 
and reealling rejection by the Adminis 
tration of his plea for an increase for 
Army enlisted personnel, enlisted men’s 
pay was the subject of considerable dis 
cussion in Congress this week. 

Particularly gratifying was the virtual 
unanimity of members of Congress on 
both sides of the conscription question 
in helieving that the pay of the lower 
grades should be increased in the Regu 
lar Army, Marine Corps and National 
Guard. 

Senator O'Mahoney, during the discus 
sion on the National Guard bill, quoted 
General George C. Marshall, chief of 
staff. as stating that he and the General 
Steff as a whole believed that discrimi 
nations in service pay should be elimi 
nated. 

“It strikes me.” Senator O'Mahoney de 
elared, “that there should be no difficulty 
ahout increasing the pay of soldiers and 
enlisted men in our Army unless it is the 
policy of the Congress that they should 
not be paid an amount equal to that which 
is paid either in the Civilian Conserva 
tion Corns or in the Navy. 

“The Chief of Staff. General Marshall, 
was before the Appropriations Commit 
tee this morning. I spoke to him about 
the discrimination which now exists in 
the pay of enlisted men in the Army as 
compared with the pay of those who en 
list in the Navy, and T asked him if that 
was in accordance with the opinion of 
the Chief of Staff. Tle said it was not, 
that the Chief of Staff—he. the witness, 
General Marshall—helieves that that dis 
crimination should be eliminated. I 
asked him whether there was any doubt 
about that among the members of the 
General Staff as a whole, and he said 
there was not, that the General Staff has 
made that recommendation to the Con 
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Point class of 1918 which will result in 
the promotion of some 1,400 members of 
the first officers Training Class either on 
IS Aug. or 30 Aug. IMO, instead of in 
February of 141 as originally estimated. 

As stated in the Army AND Navy Jour 
NAL of & Aug., a study has been under 
way in the Department of interpretations 
of the law pertaining to constructive ser 
Vice in grade and the legal assumption 
that each officer shall be credited with at 
least the same service as any officer junior 
to him. 

As a result of a decision by the Judge 
Advocate General, which has been offi 
clally approved, a method of crediting 
constructive service in grade has been 
adopted which is best explained by citing 
the specific case of the Military Academy 
Class of ITD1S, which instance brought 
about the ruling. 

Members of the class of 1918 were pro 
moted to the grade of major a few days 
prior to 1 July 140, the effective date of 
the new promotion bill. Thus when the 
act went into effect officers of that class 
were majors with years total com 
missioned service, but with only a few 
days actual service in the grade of major, 
llowever, under the law they are entitled 
to credit for half of the excess of 17 years 
service in the lower grade toward the 
six years in the grade of major required 
for promotion to lieutenant colonel, It 
was computed that they had served in the 
grade of captain four years and eight 
months in excess of 17 years, therefore 
they were entitled to credit for half that 
time, or two years and four months, to 
wird the six years they must serve in 
the grade of major before promotion to 
lieutenant colonel, Therefore, they must 
serve only three years and eight months 
actual service in the grade of major to 
sutisfy the service-in-grade requirement 
for promotion, Because the liw requires 
that “each promotion-list officer shall be 
assumed to have at least the same length 

* * of service in grade as any officer 
junior to him, in his grade,” the Judge 


Advocate General has held, in the ap 
proved ruling, that no major senior to 


the class of 1918S need serve longer than 
three years and eight months in grade to 
satisfy the service-in-grade requirements, 


so that if such officers do have three 
years and eight months service in the 


grade of major they need only to reach a 
total of 23 years service to satisfy the 
total-service requirement and be pro 
moted to the grade of lieutenant colonel, 
Officers who entered the service from 
the First Officers Training Class on 15 
Aug. 1917 reached the grade of major on 
1 Aug. 1935 under the provisions of the 
MacArthur promotion law. Thus they now 
have five years actual service in the grade 
of major. Under the original interpreta 
tion of the law they had six months addi 
tional constructive that they 
would have been promoted next Febru 
ary.

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General Pershing’s Plea to Aid Britain Wins Widespread Editorial 


The radio address which General Pershing delivered on Sunday night aroused 
nation-wide comment, and brought forth a proposal from Senator Key Pittman that 
the United States exchange fifty destroyers for one or more British battleships. Some 
of the editorial comment sought to connect the General’s address with a speech of 


Colonel Charles Lindbergh made at Chicago. 


There was, of course, no connection. 


Furthermore, the General was not speaking for President Roosevelt, but for himself. 
Concerned for the safety of America, and aware that so long as Britain is fighting 
we can prepare behind her Fleet, he strongly urged that we turn half a hundred 
of our obsolete destroyers over to her in order that she may be able more vigorously 


to resist German air and submarine attack, 


Such columnists as Walter Lippman and Mark Sullivan, in their syndicated 
column, heartily support the General's proposal. “Since Colonel Lindbergh himself 
declared,” wrote the former, “that we can make dependable treaties with a Nazi- 
dominated Europe only if our defenses are impregnable, no distinterested and patriotic 
follower of Colonel Lindbergh can afford to disregard the warning and plea made by 
General Pershing. If we need an impregnable defense, then we need the time to con- 
struct it, and we cannot be sure that the time will be granted us if the British Fleet 
is sunk, or worse still, captured.” Mark Sullivan observed that General Pershing’s 
solemn statement that it would be absolute folly for us to send another AKF to 
Europe, ought to extirpate the fear that we might take such action, and then he 
proceeds to prove the correctness of the General’s statement that “if the destroyers 
help save the British Fleet, they may save us from the danger and hardship of an- 
other war.” This he does by pointing out that if Britain were to win, thus preserving 
her Fleet and dominance on the sea, the United States would not need to apprehend 
a war. If we could have a dependable guarantee of her victory, we could and probably 
largely would abandon our defense program and end our talk of conscription and a 
two ocean Navy. General Hugh Johnson joins with George Fielding Eliot, another 
columnist, in arguing that the shipment of destroyers would be an act of war, although 
he described it as “undercover war.” Messrs. Alsop and Kintner quoted high naval 


officers as approving the proposal. 


Passing from columnists to the editorial judgment of the Press, we find that the 
New York Times (Ind.

General Pershing’s Address 

The full text of the address delivered 
by General John J. Pershing, General of 
the Armies of the United States, over a 
nationwide radio network on 4 Aug. fol-* 
lows: 

“I am speaking tonight because I consider 
it my duty. It is my duty to tell you that, in 
my opinion, we face problems of the utmost 
seriousness, that all the things we hold most 
dear are gravely threatened, I must tell you 
that we can defend them only if we make up 
our minds now to speak the truth without 
concealment; if we make up our minds to 
face the truth without flinching; if we make 
our minds now to speak the truth without 
hesitating. I think you will believe me when 
I say that no war was ever prevented by hid- 
ing the danger and by arguing that the dan- 
ger does not exist. 

“The men who are best qualified to know 
what is going on in Europe and in Asia and in 
this hemisphere, the men whose business it is 
te know the facts, are very nearly unanimous 
in believing what I am saying to you tonight 
—that grave danger for us lurks in the present 
world situation. So the time has come when 
we must rise up as a united people to make 
secure our country’s independence and our 
great inheritance of constitutional liberty. 

“More than half the world is ruled by men 
who despise the American idea and have 
sworn to destroy it. They know that while one 
great people remains independent and free 
because it is strong and is brave, they can 
never crush finally the people they have con- 
quered. The example of liberty here will 
always continue to inspire the resistance to 
tyranny over there, They are fanatical and 
they are strong. They are efficient and they 
are ruthless. Eight nations have tried to ap- 
pease them, The appeasers of eight nations 
are dead or in jail or discredited and ruined, 
In seven of these eight nations the appeasers 
who would not take the danger seriously, who 
would not prepare when there was still time, 
have led their countries to disaster.

racy and liberty are threatened. With 
democracy and liberty overthrown on the con- 
tinent of Europe, only the British are left to 
defend democracy and liberty in Kurope. 

“By sending help to the British, we can still 
hope with confidence to keep the war on the 
other side of the Atlantic Ocean, where the 
enemies of liberty, if possible, should be de- 
feated, But some are bold about what they 
would do tomorrow, if Great Britain is de- 
feated, and the war comes to this hemisphere, 
I say to you solemnly that tomorrow may be 
forever too late to keep war from the 
Americas, Today may be the last time when 
by measures short of war we can still prevent 
war, 

“We must be ready to meet force with a 
stronger force, We must make ourselves 
strong by building up our Army and Navy 
and the establishment of the principal of uni- 
versal selected service, which means merely 
that the men needed are chosen by lot, 

“And I am telling you tonight, because it is 
my duty to warn you before it is too late, that 
the British navy needs destroyers and small 
craft to convoy merchant ships, to escort its 
warships, to hunt submarines and to repel in- 
vasion. We have an immense reserve of des- 
troyers left over from the other war, and in a 
few months the British will be completing a 
large number of destroyers of their own, The 
most critical time, therefore, is the next few 
weeks and months, If there is anything we 
can do to help save the British fleet during 
that time, we shall be failing in our duty to 
America if we do not do it. 

“Ifa proper method can be found, America 
will safeguard her freedom and security by 
making available to the British or Canadian 
governments at least fifty of the over-age 
destroyers which are left from the days of the 
World War. If the destroyers help save the 
British fleet, they may save us from the dan- 
ger and hardship of another war. Americans 
should not shrink from duty because of pos- 
sible hazards. 

“T know that many sincere patriots are 
frightened at the thought of even the smallest 
act because they think such acts would lead 
us closer to the day when another American 
Expeditionary Force sets sail for Europe. It 
is my opinion that in this war it would be 
absolute folly even to consider sending an- 
other expeditionary force, No one is consider- 
ing it and those who may say that anyone is 
considering it are deceiving themselves and 
deceiving you, 

“We must have the strength of character to 
face the truth. Foremost among the truths 
which we will ignore at our peril is that the 
time needed to build our own defenses may be 
lengthened if we have the courage to make 
the small but important contribution which is 
still within our power toward the sustaining 
of the British defense,

Navy-Marine Corps Physical 
Exams 

Operation of General Order No, 122. 
promulgated last year, was suspended 
this week by Secretary of the Navy Knox 
and authority given to various Fleet and 
District commanders to appoint boards 
for the phys‘cal examination of officers 
of the Navy and Marine Corps. 

Under G. ©, 122 Boards for the exam 
ination of Naval officers of the rank of 
commander and above and Marine Corps 
officers of the rank of lieutenant colonel 
and above were appointed from Washing 
ton by the Bureau of Navigation upon 
recommendation of the Chief of the Bu 
reau of Medicine and Surgery. Officers 
below those grades were examined by 
boards appointed by force commanders 
and by commanding oflicers ashore. 

Under the new policy, examinations 
will be held in September the same as last 
year, and “as far as practicable, no offi 
cer shall be examined by a board, any 
member of which is serving ynder his im 
mediate command.” 

The new policy is contained in the fol 
lowing Bureau of Navigation letter: 

“1. During the current fiseal year the pro 
visions of General Order No, 122 are sus 
pended and the following substituted there 
for: 

“Physical examinations shall be conducted 
during the period 1 Sept. to 30 Sept. 140. If 
existing conditions make the above period 
impracticable, examinations may be conduct 
ed during the month of August, 1940. 

“(a) Boards, composed of two or more 
medical officers when practicable, a dental of 
ficer, and when necessary a flight surgeon, 
will be convened to determine and report 
upon the physical fitness of all Naval and 
Marine Officers, including, in the case of naval 
aviators, determination of the individual's 
physical fitness for duty involving flying. As 
far as practicable, no officer shall be ex 
amined by a board, any member of which is 
serving under his Immediate command. These 
boards shall be convened as indicated: 

Fleet in Pacifie by Cine. UL S&S Fleet, 

Fleet in Atlantie by Comdr. Atlantic Squad. 

Asiatic Station by CinC, A. F 

Naval Station, Guam by Commandant 

Naval Station, Samoa by Commandant 

Guantanamo by Commandant 

Squadron 40-T by Comdr, Souad, 40-T, 

Special Service Squadron by Comat. 
Nav. Dist. 

Naval Academy by the Superintendent, 

Navy Dept. and other activities on Potomac 
and Severn by Bureau of Navigation

“Ships without sufficient medical personnel 
and operating away from units of the fleet 
where examination could be conducted may 
upon entering a port or navy yard apply to 
the Commandant for assistance in conduct 
ing examinations. 

“(b) At isolated stations and aboard units 
of the fleet where medical officers from other 
stations or units are not available, the above 
examinations will be conducted by medical 
officers or officer attached to these stations or 
units. 

“(c) Reports of examination of all officers, 
naval aviation pilots and student aviation 
pilots shall be forwarded so as to arrive in 
the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery not later 
than 15 Oct. 1940. 

“(d) For naval aviators, naval aviators 
(airship), student naval aviators, student 
naval aviators (airship), naval aviation pilots, 
student naval aviation pilots and naval avia 
tion observers detailed for duty involy ing fly 
ing, this examination shall be of a character 
to determine the individual's physical fitness 
to perform all the duties of his grade or rate 
including aviation. At least one member of

officer appointed to examine aviation person- 
nel, shall be qualified in aviation medicine. 

“(e) Naval aviators, naval aviators (air- 
ship) and naval aviation observers, who are 
not detailed to duty involving flying shall be 
examined as provided in subparagraph (d) 
unless they have previously been found to be 
temperamentally or physically unfit for flying 
duty. 

“(f) The character of the physical examina- 
tion shall be prescribed by the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery. The report of the 
physical examination (Form Y) shall be for- 
warded through the Commanding Officer of 
the place of examination direct to the Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgery. 

“2d, Whenever any annual board of medi 
eal officers or the medical officer conducting 
a physical examination of an officer finds that 
his physical condition is such that he is un- 
able to perform all the duties of his grade, or 
in the ease of any of the above-mentioned 
aviation personnel, all the duties of his grade 
or rate, including aviation, or that such officer 
or enlisted pilot has any defect or disease 
tending to seriously or permanently impair 
his efficiency or require hospital treatment, 
the above fact shall be made known to the 
individual, and a copy of Form Y shall be 
forwarded to his Commanding Officer for his 
information and appropriate action, consid 


ering recommendation made on Form Y, En- 
tries in health record shall be made in ac 
cordance with Articles 1195, 1196 United 
States Navy Regulations, 1920,

Every officer, naval aviation 
pilot or student naval aviation pilot, tem 
porarily absent from his proper station dur 
ing the period prescribed for the above re 
quired examination shall report for examina 
tion immediately upon his return to any sta 
tion where medical officers are available,

preseribed above shall report the fact In writ 
ing to his Commanding Officer, stating that 
he has not been present during the year or 
period at a station at which the examination 
could be made, or, if he has been present at 
such a station, giving the reason why the 
examination has not been made. 

“6. In each such when the examina 
tien has not been made, the officer concerned 
shall include in his report a statement, to the 
best of his knowledge and belief, as to any 
changes in his physical condition since his 
last physical examination before a board of 
medical officers. Upon receipt of such a re 
port, the Commanding Officer shall either 
cause the examination to be made or forward 
the report through official channels to the 
ureau of Navigation or Headquarters, Ma 
rine Corps, with appropriate recommenda 
tion.

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Home Guards for States 

The question of what sort of organi 
zation would be set-up to take the place 
of existing National Guard units when 
they are ordered into extended active 
duty training was brought up this week 
by the President and in Congress during 
the discussion on the National Guard bill. 

At Hyde Park, President Roosevelt let 
it be known that he is contemplating the 
organizing of World War veterans into 
Home Defense regiments to replace the 
guard while it is in active service. Such 
a mobilization, he said, would be purely 
on a voluntary basis with the cooperation 
of Veterans’ organizations. 

On the floor of the Senate in response 
to inquiries as to what is to be done about 
the situation, Senator Sheppard = an- 
nounced that his committee would take 
the question up at its regular Friday 
meeting. However, when his committee 
met yesterday insufficient Senators were 
present to form a quorum, so Chairman 
Sheppard announced that the committee 
will meet next week to take up the sub- 
ject at which time the President’s sugges- 
ion would be studied as well as bills al- 
ready before his committee. Mr, Shep- 
pard himself has introduced a measure, 
sponsored by Col. C, C. Wren, a National 
Guard officer of the 36th Division, which 
would set up a “National Industrial De- 
fense Corps.” Other bills include one by 
Senator Bridges for a “National Home 
Defense Force” and one by Senator 
Downey to provide a “Home Defense Or- 
ganized Reserve” as a component of the 
Regular Army. The War Department has 
reported adversely on both Senator Shep- 
pard’s and Senator Bridge’s bill and has 
not yet reported on the other.

Navy Recruiting Policy 

As a result of numerous inquiries re- 
ceived by the Navy Department in regard 
to the enlistment in the Navy of men with 
prison or juvenile police records, Secre- 
tary of the Navy Frank Knox this week 
issued the following statement of the 
Navy Department's policy in connection 
with recruiting: 

“In order that the efficiency of the Navy 
may be unimpaired, it is vital that only young 
men of the highest type physically, mentally 
and morally, be accepted for service. The 
very close associations and contacts necessi- 
tated by the service of young men in vessels 
of the Navy require that all men be of un- 
questionable character. The Navy is having 
no difficulty obtaining men of this high type. 
In fact, there is a waiting list of slightly 
over three thousand men at present. 

“Thousands of young men are enlisted in 
the Navy each year and the very high re- 


quirements are being stressed constantly. 
Parents, school officials, ministers, and the 
public in general are informed that the 


associations met In the Service will be clean 
and honorable, and this assurance, I believe, 
is directly responsible for many parents con- 
senting to the enlistment of their sons. 

“Out of consideration for the parents of 
these fine young men, many of whom are at 
their most impressionable age, there can be 
no lowering of our high standards in the in- 
terest of any one group or individual. Fur- 
ther, in view of the fact that many excellent 
boys who have established their complete 
fitness for enlistment have been turned away 
each year because there are no vacancies, I 
do not believe that it would be sound policy 
to lower our standards in any respect, no 
matter how laudable our motives, 

“In view of the above reasons I feel that 
our policy, as outlined in the instructions to 
Recruiting Officers, is a sound one. Past ex- 
periences have made it necessary for us to 
issue the instructions referred to. However, 
the case of each applicant is carefully studied, 
and determination is made upon individual 
merits.”

Radio and Sound Devices 
(Continued from First Page) 
lete—not jus slightly out of date but 

“obsolete in a major way.” 

Of necessity virtually all the develop- 
ments in this field are classified as 
“secret,” but Admiral Robinson points out 
that “The Navy and associated industries 
have steadily, through research and de- 
velopment, improved equipment and 
brought forth new applications of com- 
munication equipment of inestimable mili- 
tary value. The Navy has never had suf- 
ficient funds to provide more than a frac- 
tion of these advances to the fleet and as- 
sociated shore stations.” 

Equipment for Ships 

The biggest need is for equipment for 
the seagoing vessels of the Navy. The 
total requirements in this respect would 
cost $11,350,200, of which only $933,500 
has been granted to date. The balance is 
sorely needed for the procurement of ad- 
ditional radio, underwater sound (includ- 
ing depth finders and submarine detection 
devices), and visual signaling equipment 
necessary to fill allowances and replace 
obsolete material, and for the modification 
and improvement of present installations. 

Shore Radio Stations 

The next largest category is that of 
shore radio stations where the total need 
amounts to $8,580,290, of which only $686,- 
350 has been provided. The difference is 
needed for the procurement of additional 
equipment and expansion and improve- 
ment of existing facilities to meet ex- 
pansion of forces afloat; physical protec- 
tion from sabotage, bombing, and bom- 
bardment; for the installation of pro- 
tected emergency power supply facilities ; 
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for the replacement of obsolete mater; 
und the completion of projects alread 
commended. , 
The physical protection of these sho: 
radio stations consists Of many smal] jot 
such as fences and alarm systems for pr 
tection against sabotage and local atty 
and provision of underground Shelter fy 
emergency equipment. The estimate cr 
of this work alone is at least $1,000,009,

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The War Situation 

Weather and sea conditions are now 
post favorable for the long awaited at- 
apt at invasion of Great Britain. There 
mains the usual secrecy and doubt as to 
he zero-hour. The Italian Press says that 
she combined attack of air, sea and land 
forces may be expected at any time. al- 
though a few days ago it Was expressing 
yst the opposite opinion, The Germans 
ave permitted the Censors to Dass: the 
yport that eartier air attacks on Great 
jritain and her shipping have been only 
»egpnaissance flights, that many of her 
ots have never been used. Large forces 
mquire numerous air fields and it is very 
jkely that every available tield from Nor- 
gy to Spain has been stocked with 
ims, gasoline, oil and other supplies to 
permit the attack to be sustained once 
at it is launched. Yesterday’s reports 
(0 planes having been employed would 
indicate that major bombing has started. 

The concensus of opinion of naval ex 
prts is that the attack will fail because 
¢ the inherent difficulties in landing 
qgainst a well organized resistance on 
gore. Others say that Hitler has made 
gd so far on his claims and they feel 
it the potentialities of air power, new 
seapons and methods are so great that 
qother great surprise is possible. 

The defense forces in Great Britain 
wwe a new Commander, He has ordered 
wads and possible landing fields cleared 
¢ obstructions which had been con 
ducted hurriedly to prevent landing of 
jeman planes, their troops and equip- 
neat. This indicates a change in the 
fritish methods of defense, and further, 
acnfidence in the ability of their mobile 
iivisions to move to the attack wherever 
itmay strike. 

Whether or not the reported concen- 
tation of two hundred Russian divisions 
iu Poland has caused Hitler to postpone 
lis blitzkrieg against Great Britain is 
wen to question. The Russian concentra 
tin, if true, is similar to the one made 
jor to the collapse of Poland. If Hitler’s 
ttack on Great Britain bogs down, Russia 
my be expected to move into German 
Poland and reclaim at least her Pre 
World War boundaries. She continues to 
thorb her one-time Baltic provinces. 

Italy has launched an offensive against 
tritish Somaliland which lies opposite the 
british base at Aden, the entrance to the 
Red Sea and one of the pivots of British 
wntrol in that part of the world. Italian 
jlanes have bombarded Aden from time 
w time. They also have bombed again 
the British oil supply base at Haifa in 
Palestine and made the usual report that 
oil refinery had been destroyed and 
lige fires started. The British report 
“ys that nearly all the bombs fell in the

py eee Secretary of the Treasury |

One correspondent reports that in a 
flight in a German plane along the Eng 
lish Channel, barely thirty miles from the 
British coast, he saw no signs of shipping 
or war activity. There have been previous 
reports that the Channel shipping was re- 
stricted as much as possible to night runs. 
rom time to time, the foreign newspaper 
correspondents with German forces are 
afforded opportunities to view bombed 
localities for the purpose of giving them 
first hand information as to actual dam 
age, or the effect of their own activities, 
For instance, the absence of shipping in 
the English Channel. The only conclusion 
is that it is very diffienlt to evaluate the 
true situation, especially as to the damage 
by the continuing bombing attacks 

A German foree is reported to lave 
landed at Dakar, the capital of French 
West Africa. presumably for the purpose 
of seizing a Polish ship, the Kroman, 1.864 
tons, which had been interned there Ivy 
the port authorities. Her captain dis 
covered the plot and sueceeded in taking 
his ship toa British port. Dakar is a forti 
fied French naval station: it is ISSO miles 
from the nearest point on the South Amer 
ican Coast. 

The British-Japanese tension appears 
to have been for the time being 
Despatches say that Japan has no desire 
to brine controversial matters to a show 
down but is awaiting the outcome of the 
Battle of Britain. THlowever, troop trans 
ports in large numbers are reported to be 
Southward from the Jananese 
hase of Formosa. The Japanese activities 
in the Far East are more or un 
hampered and no strong stand by Great 
tritain is possible until the decision is 
reached in the Battle of britain. It is 
there that the greatest development is 
expected within the next few weeks.

UNDER THE BILL PASSING THROUGH Congress, the National Guard and 
the Reserve Officers are to be called into the Federal Service for training and for 
use in any part of the Western Hemisphere. Many of the oflicers and men so com- 
missioned and enlisted are drawing salaries higher than the pay they will receive in 
the ranks they hold. They will be required to drop their existing connections, and, 
although Congress is attempting by law to compel employers to reinstate them when 
they are demobilized, the chances are they will not get their old jobs back, and, if 
they do, they will quickly discover that their prospects of advancement have been 
greatly curtailed. In other words, they will be forced to make heavy financial sacri- 
fices, which will affect them now and throughout their lives. 

It becomes, therefore, the duty of the Government to make proper and adequate 
provision in the matter of pay and allowances for the Army of which they will be a 
part. For years, the Army AND Navy JOURNAL has been advocating revision of the pay 
schedules of the Regular Establishments, both in order that the compensation granted 
might be sufficient for the support of officers and men and their families, and because 
we anticipated that in time of national emergency the National Guard and the Reserve 
Olflicers would be called to the colors and suffer financial embarrassment as a result 
of the reduction in income, which would follow. In numerous instances, the duties 
of the Regular Officers are as onerous and exacting and even more responsible than 
are those of the Civilian components in comparable positions, yet, professional and 
industrial rewards have been and are far higher, and in consequence the latter have 
been able to enjoy a better standard of living, and have contracted standing expenses 
that they must now cut to the injury of their families. As to the enlisted men of the 
Guard, most of them belong to the white collar and skilled labor sections of our 
people, and once in active service they will receive the pay of the enlisted men of 
the Army. In this connection, Former Secretary Woodring, in a letter opposing uni 
versal service, with which we are in disagreement, recalled that he had recommended 
that the base pay of the enlisted soldier be advanced from $21 to $30 per month. Ie 
wrote that the chances were that a young man entering the Army today at the basic 
pay of $21, would be receiving the same amount at the end of his three year period. 
He referred to the quick advance in pay enjoyed by the Navy Recruit. He also pointed 
out that the same youth that is asked to join the Army at $21 for three years’ service 
sees his neighbor join the CCC for one year at $30. Congress should revise the pay 
schedules for the commissioned and enlisted personnel, and do it before adjournment. 


THE SUGGESTION MADE BY GENERAL PERSHING in the moving radio 
address he delivered last Sunday that we transfer fifty overage destroyers to Great 
Britain, was followed by a proposal of Senator Pittman that we trade this number 
of obsolescent vessels for one or more British battleships. It is to be doubted that the 
British Admiralty would make such a trade. It is true it has a superiority in this 
type of ships, but that superiority decreases when there is taken into consideration 
the necessities of the Ilome and Mediterranean Stations, the close connection Russia 
has with the Axis, and the delicate relations which have developed with Japan. 
Again, ships must return to port for refit and overhaul and those torpedoed or 
bombed, if not sunk, usually have to be put into drydock for repair. The strategy of 
the German and Italian Admiralties keeps their battleships and cruisers close to their 
bases, and the wear and tear on their machinery are not as great as in the case of 
British vessels constantly at sea. For present as well as future service, the British 
Admiralty undoubtedly feels it cannot afford to spare a single vessel no matter of what 
type. If we decide to deliver destroyers to England, it should be as General Pershing 
has proposed, a free sale based not only upon British need, but upon our own situa- 
tion, which demands time for the completion of our preparations for defense.

Status of Retired Enlisted Men 


In a decision which will affect many re- 
tiring enlisted men of the Army, the 
Comptroller General held that waiving of 
retired pay in favor of a pension termi- 
nates 2 man’s status on the retired list 
permanently, as there is no provision of 
law by which he can be restored, 

The decision was in response to an in- 
quiry by the War Department on the ac- 
ceptability of a proposed form of waiver 
by which men could forego retired pay 
in favor of a pension. “Ilowever,” the 
War Department said, “a question has 
arisen whether the execution of the form 
would preclude subsequent restoration to 


retirement pay status upon a= similar 
waiver of pension, should the retired 
soldier ever make such restoration, 


Copies of an opinion of the Judge Advo- 
cate General, dated 1 Noy. 1939, and of a 
letter from the Administrator, Veterans’ 
Administration, dated 18 Dee, 1939, ex- 
pressing the view that the execution of 
the waiver in the form proposed would 
not preclude subsequent restoration to re- 
tirement pay status, are enclosed,” 

In reply, the Comptroller General 
stated that the opinions of the JAG and 
Veterans’ Administrator seemed to be 
based on a previous case where men re 
tired both as enlisted men and under the 
Kmergency Oflicers’ Retirement Act, and 
so were required to waive one status of 
retirement in order to receive the retired 
pay of the other. Waivers of a statutory 
right, however, the Comptroller General 
said, are of doubtful legality and even the 
waiver in the case of dual retirement sta- 
tus was finally set to rest by a court deci- 
sion to the effect that the officers in ques- 
tion were entitled only to a total pay 
equal to their pay as emergency retired 
ollicers, 

Concerning the waiver of retired pay in 
favor of pensions, the Comptroller Gen- 
eral said: “The act of 3 March 1891, pro- 
vides that *... no pension shall be allowed 
or paid to any oflicer, noncommissioned 
otlicer, or private of the Army, Navy, or 
Marine Corps of the United States, either 
on the active or retired list...’ 

“In view of the act of 1801 and of what 
has been said without respect to the hold- 
ings of the Supreme Court as to the in- 
validity of a waiver of a statutory right, 
this waiver to be effective at all must be 
construed as a renunciation by the en 
listed man of his retired status in the 
Army. If, pursuant to such a request 
from a retired enlisted man of the Army, 
his retired pay is discontinued and a pen 
sion granted——prohibited while he is an 
enlisted man on the retired list of the 
Army —the transaction must be treated as 
terminating—-with the approval of the 
War Department— the enlisted man’s sta 
tus asa retired enlisted man of the Army, 
and that effect cannot be overcome by a 
reservation by the enlisted man of a right 
to restoration to his retired status upon 
the waiver of the pension, as such a 
method of placing a person on the retired 
list is without any authority of law.” 





Alien Enlisted Men 

The Senate this week passed the bill 
Hkh PISS, which is designed to give addi 
tional opportunity for alien enlisted men 
of the Army to perfect their citizenship. 
The bill provides that men in the service 
for any period subsequent to 30° June 
1937, who have made valid application 
for citizenship or who can produce evi 
dence of their eligibility to become a citi 
zen Without prior formal declaration, who 
will agree to complete naturalization 
without unnecessary delay, shall have up 
to 30 June 1943 to do so 

Service in the Regular Army would be 
counted for purposes of legal residence, 
under the terms of the measure, regard 
of the legality or illegality of en 
trance into the United States. The Sen 
ate amended the measure that Fili 
pinos whe were serving in the Army on 
1 July 1937 may be retained and may be 
reenlisted without regard to their citizen 
ship status.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The question attributed to Ambassador to Belgium Cudahy, which 
has upset the State Department, that “If you think the Continent is a Howling Hell 
now, What do you think it will be this winter?’ emphasizes the peril of famine which 
the Old World is facing. Mr. Cudahy predicts that the harvest of Belgium will not 
provide for its people after mid-September. The crops of Norway, the Low Countries 
and of North Eastern France were destroyed by battle operations. Reports of prospects 
in the Danubian Basin are dismal, Cattle and fowl have been slaughtered in Den- 
mark and France because of inability to get fodder and chicken feed. Germany had 
banner crops in 1938 and 1939 and had comparatively larger carry-overs. To take care 
of this year’s crop, she has had to import some 75,000 laborers from Italy. This 
Axis partner, which must have food imports in order to live, also is threatened with 
shortage of her own production. Adding to the difficulties of the Conquerors is the 
lack of farm labor, due to mobilization and mass flights from invaded districts. 


An indication of the situation is an urgent appeal to the United States from 
the Petain Government to send foodstuffs to its unoccupied regions. That appeal may 
have been of German inspiration, intended to arouse sympathy for the plight of the 
French, and to arouse American anger against the throttling effects of the British 
blockade. Whatever the inspiration the fact remains that France needs food, and 
the British will not relax their only effective weapon, the blockade. Britain points 
out that if food be allowed to pass to the unoccupied regions, Germany will be bene- 
fited, since she will retain for her own use the continental crops. Under no circum- 
stances, therefore, will the British open a passage through their naval lines which 
now extend from North Africa to Arctic. 

Unquestionably, the spectre of starvation haunts Berlin and Rome, and is figur- 
ing largely in their plans of operations. If the Suez Canal and Gibraltar could be 
captured, North African wheat could be transported across the Mediterranean, and 
ease what is expected to be a dire winter. Probably this accounts for the Italian in- 
vasion of Egypt with the Suez Canal as the goal, and of British Somali Land, the 
occupation of which would enable airplane activities against shipping seeking to 
enter the Red Sea from the Indian Ocean. 

It may be too that the preliminaries underway for the reduction of Gilbraltar 
by Spanish troops, aided by the Germans and Italians, will be followed shortly by 
land assault upon that Citadel. Outside of the German General Staff no one knows, 
if and when, the invasion of England will occur, but if it is to take place at all this 
year doubtless it will be simultaneously with the Mediterranean operations, 

In the meantime, by plane and submarine sinkings, Germany has been endeavor- 
ing to starve the British Isles. It is impossible to state accurately what these sink- 
ings amount to. German claims are exaggerated, and British admissions under- 
estimated. The perils which beset the Straits of Dover, have forced the London 
Government to route a great part of its tonnage around the North of Ireland. Here, 
too, enemy planes and submarines are operating, not, however, with the success of 
their comrades in the English Channel and off the Coast of Spain and Portugal. This 
much is certain: England will be forced to ration more strictly her population as 
the winter goes on. 

Not only the United States but South America and especially Argentina are in- 
terested in the effects of the British blockade upon the commerce in foodstuffs. Failure 
to sell their surpluses will affect the internal economy of, and perhaps bring social 
unrest, if not revolution, in the Southern Republics. Herein enters the proposal ap- 
proved at Havana by which the Hemisphere will cooperate to take care of such 
surpluses. An Inter-American Committee is at work on this problem, and funds, 
largely from the United States Treasury, will be provided to buy various products 
normally sent abroad. By keeping grains and beef from the European continent a 
direct help would be afforded to the British, and is so understood by them. The Axis 
Powers also realize that this is a “measure short of war” against them, and accounts 
for their objection to the policy. Because of the attitude of those powers, Secretary 
Hull is urgently insisting that we prepare as speedily as possible. In a statement he 
issued this week, while he did not advocate conscription, he did point out the gravity 
of our situation, and indicated that we should complete preparations of every kind 
as speedily as possible. He urged that “we must continue to arm and to arm to such 
an extent that the forces of conquest and ruin will not dare to make an attack on us 
or any part of this Hemisphere.” 











Cavalry—Organization of Cavalry Reconnaissance Troops for each of the nine 
Infantry Divisions moved closer this week as regular Army oflicers were selected to 
command the new units. Tables of organizations for the units call for six officers 
and 115 enlisted men for each troop. It is the Department’s intention to assign two 
regular Army oflicers to each troop and to place Reserve officers on active duty to fill 
out the complement. As to enlisted men, a cadre of 20 non-commissioned officers and 
enlisted men will be taken from existing scout car units and used as a basis for 
each troop, while new enlistments will be made to fill out the total strength to 105, 
which will be the limit for the time being.

Naval Reserve—In connection with the President's major program for the voluntary 
training of candidates for line officer commissions in the Naval Reserve, many more 
young men have applied for the second cruise than can be accommodated.

Air Corps—Maj. Gen. H. H. Arnold, Chief of Air Corps, upon his return from his 
inspection of the air facilities now under construction in Alaska, reported that the 
program was ahead of schedule. The cold weather station being constructed at Fair- 
banks, Alaska, is so well advanced that it will be possible to initiate the cold weather 
tests the coming November one year ahead of the original plan, General Arnold con- 
sidered the status of the work on the new air base at Anchorage in excellent condition 
in view of the short time since the funds were made available by Congress on 1 July 
19040. The site has been selected, the runways have been laid out and cleared, founda- 
tions have been completed for the temporary buildings to house the personnel. A Bat- 
talion of Infantry to guard the airdrome is already on the site in a tent camp. Roads 
have been constructed, much of the material is on the ground, and the whole project 
gives every evidence of being pushed vigorously. While in Alaska the Chief of Air 
Corps not only surveyed the progress of the work upon the two air bases, but he flew 
over the emergency landing field projects and airways facilities being constructed by 
the Civil Aeronautics Authority, talked with Air Corps personnel now in Alaska on 
the progress of the cold weather tests, surveyed the area with a view to the location of 
the five weather stations to be installed in the Alaskan area, and held conferences with 
the Alaskan railway arteries, Civil Aeronautics Authority and other territorial and 
federal agencies on questions of transportation, housing and location of bombing 
ranges, 

Deliveries are now being made to the Air Corps of a primary training airplane, 
designated as PT-15, manufactured by the Stearman Division of the Boeing Airplane 
Company, Witchita, Kansas, contract for which had been entered into in September, 
1939. This airplane is being built for the purpose of primary training of Air Corps 
cadets. It is a biplane powered by one 225 horsepower, model R-755-7 Jacobs engine 
(7 cylinders). The fuselage of the plane is of steel tubing with fabric covering; the 
wing of wood spar and wood and metal braced construction with fabric covering. The 
landing gear is of the fixed cantilever type. The plane has open cockpits and is used 
exclusively for primary training purposes. It has no radio or photographic equipment, 
It weighs 2685.5 pounds, has a wing span of 32’ 2”; length 25’; height 9 84%” and a 
chord of 60”, The P'T-18 carries a crew of two persons. A number of these planes have 
been ordered to meet the requirements of the Expansion Program.

General Krogstad and his staff flew to Alpena, Mich., where they established 
headquarters at the state airport to prepare for and conduct the operations of flying 
elements of the 2nd Wing flying units from Langley Field, Va., Mitchel Field, Long 
Island, N. Y., and Selfridge Field, Mich. 

On Sunday, 4 Aug., planes of the 8th Pursuit Group (Fighter) proceeded to 
Selfridge Field, Mich., to participate in the exercises. Monday brought the Boeing 
B-17 bombers of the 2nd and 25th Bombardment Groups of Langley Field, Va., to the 
center of operations at Selfridge Field. Bombing planes from Mitchel Field, L. L., 
N. Y., arrived Tuesday. 

The purpose of these exercises was to afford mass training and familiarization 
with tactics of combined air units for the benefit of the current class of trainee offi- 
cers. The new pilots were used to a maximum as pursuit pilots or members of combat 
crews or extra crew members of bombers and reconnaissance planes. 

The exercises consisted of simple tactical problems including simulated bombing 
raids on and pursuit defense of Selfridge Field, Alpena, Mich., area. The exercise 
continued until Thursday, 8 Aug., at which time the various units participating re- 
turned to their home stations.

From Panama comes word of the activation and assignment of the 13th Signal 
Platoon, Air Base, at Albrook Field, and the 14th Signal Platoon, Air Base, at France 
Vield. The 306th Signal Company, Aviation, will be constituted and activated at Al- 
brook Field. Vhe 52nd Signal Maintenance Company, Aviation, will be activated at 
Albrook Field, less Headquarters Platoon and one Maintenance Platoon. 

Col. C, A, Seoane, SC, who is temporarily in command of the New York Port of 
Embarkation in Brooklyn, presented this week to the Chief Signal Officer in Wash- 
ington, a very interesting relic. It is a piece of the original Atlantic submarine cable 
laid in 1857. The souvenir is finished with silver ends and identification bands by 
Tiffany, and is most attractively mounted in a wide mahogany frame. During last 
March, Colonel and Mrs. Seoane, en route to New York from a cruise which took them 
to South America, stopped on their way for a time in Havana. While brousing in an 
antique shop on the Prado, owned and operated by Mr. H. B. Snider, and American, 
Colonel Seoane spied this piece of cable and immediately questioned Mr. Snider as to 
its authenticity. Mr. Snider stated that this was a piece of the original trans-Atlantic 
cable presented as a souvenir at the Director’s meeting of the company upon com- 
pletion of the cable, and that he had obtained this specimen from the grand-daughter 
of one of the original directors. After various preliminary arrangements, Colonel 
Seoane secured this cable with one idea in his mind ; that it was most fitting to decorate 
the oflice of the Chief Signal Officer of the Army and would be particularly interesting 
to the Signal Corps as it would tie up so closely with the history of communication 
activities of the Signal Corps.

Army Industrial College—The Army Industrial College was open for business again 
this week, with the reporting 7 Sept. of approximately 70 officers for the first of the 
new shortened courses to be inaugurated.

Thousands Promoted in Army 
The long-awaited executive order, es- 

gblishing new totals of grades and rat- 
ings for enlisted men of the Army to take 
are of the increase from 227,000 men to 

975,000 men, has been signed by President 
josevelt, and this week officials of the 
ydjutant General’s Department issued 
weliminary tables of grades and ratings 
wd worked on totals of distribution of 
iereases by Arms and Services, which 
jowever are not yet available. ; 

personnel Officers of the various Arms 
wd Services, working from the break- 
jown figures, began writing warrants for 
promotions of thousands of men. Some of 
these promotions, where made by the 
whief of Branch concerned, are printed 
low; others are not yet available. 

The President in establishing totals for 
the Army made wholesale increases for 
the fiseal year 1941. The number of staff 
ergeants, for instance was more than 
joubled; the number of privates first 
dass was nearly doubled. The number of 
gecialists, third class, and specialists, 
furth, was doubled. 

“By virtue of and pursuant to the au- 
jority vested in me by the act of 20 June 
1996,” the President stated, “it is ordered 
tht during the fiscal year 141, the 
mades and ratings of the enlisted men 
ofthe Regular Army shall be as set forth 
jetein, and that the number of enlisted 
nen in the several grades and ratings 
call not exceed the number specified 
herein.” 

Following is the new total, together 
with the total for 1940. It is not prac- 
ticable to list actual increases, since pro-

One reason for the large increase in 
secialist third and fourth ratings is the 
iecision to allow ratings of third class 
and fourth class for all authorized cooks, 
in lieu of fourth and fifth class, respec- 
tively.

Naval Aviator Policy Stated 

The Navy Department for the first time 
put into writing its policy concerning as- 
signment of pilots of various age groups, 
with the issuance this week of Bureau of 
Navigation Circular Letter No. 50-40, 
“Policy in Regard Flight Assignments of 
Pilots of Naval Aireraft.” 

Officials of the Bureau of Aeronautics 
stated that the printed policy does not 
differ from the unwritten policy which 
has been in effect, 

Stating that, “It is recognized that the 
value of a naval aviator to the naval ser- 
vice increases in proportion to experience 
gained through years of flying,” the Bu- 
reau of Navigation announced: “It = is 
considered that the best interests of the 
Navy will be served by establishing cer- 
tain administrative policies in regard to 
the flight duties to which pilots of naval 
aircraft will be assigned.” 

Accordingly, the following three groups 
were announced : 

Pilots with less than 
service. Unlimited, 

Service Group 2 Pilots with from twenty 
to thirty years’ naval service, WH not be 
assigned to VE (Fighter) Squadrons or as 
active student instructors unless their spe 
celal fitness therefor has been determined, 

Service Group 3. Pilots with thirty or more

twenty years’ naval 


years’ naval service, Normally will be ex 
pected to perform flights In executive or 
broad command status. Solo flying will be 


performed in such basic types of naval alreraft 
as may be preseribed by the Chief of the 
ureau of Aeronautics as deemed commen 
surate with their physical and service quall 
fications 

Taking the above flight employment of 
pilots into consideration, the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery will establish 
physical standards for aviation personnel 
in each of the foregoing service groups, 

Should any pilot fail to meet the physi 
eal requirements prescribed) for unre 
stricted flying in one of the foregoing 
groups, such failure will be set forth in 
the report of physical examination for 
fiving, and the report forwarded to the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery. Upon 
receipt of the report of physical examina- 
tion, the Bureau of Medicine and Sur 
gery will submit its recommendations to 
the Bureau of Navigation, via the Bureau 
of Aeronautics for necessary action, in 
which administrative disposition 
will be made as follows:

On 7 Aug. the Senate defeated an 
amendment by Senator Danaher to give 
members of the Guard 20 days after en- 
actment ef the measure in which to re- 
sign. The vote on this was 47 to 36. 

Considerable discussion also centered 
around the terms of the bill which set the 
tour of active duty at one year, which 
Senator Sheppard interpreted as mean- 
ing the tour could not be more nor less 
than one year. Many members felt that it 
should be relaxed to return personnel to 
their homes if they are no longer needed, 
but Senator Sheppard, whose vigor and 
feadership carried the bill along, ex- 
plained that the provision was drafted in 
that manner at the request of Maj. Gen. 
Milton A. Record, of the Maryland Na- 
tional Guard, representing the National 
Guard Association, who explained that 
the Guard needed that much training and 
a definite period would enable members 
better to arrange their personal affairs 
than would an indefinite period. 

Release of Men 

Discussing the concern of Senators over 
the compulsory provisions of the bill, 
Senator Hill explained that the National 
Guard bureau has been working for some 
time to get the personnel in shape so that 
none who would suffer too greatly would 
be included. 

“For the past 2 years,” Senator Hill 
said, “the National Guard Bureau in 
Washington has been putting forth its 
best efforts to get out of the National 
Guard men who, because of dependents 
or for some other good reason, perhaps 
would be put to too great a sacrifice if 
called into the Federal service; and dur- 
ing the past few weeks the National 
Guard Bureau has been putting on a 
drive, so to speak, in an effort to get such 
men out of the National Guard, The Na- 
tional Guard Bureau, as an agency of the 
Federal Government, may not discharge 
them, because, as has been so well brought 
out, until they actually go into the Ied- 
eral service they are under the control 
of their respective States and State Gov- 
ernors, and they may be discharged only 
by State authority. However, as General 
Williams says: 

“Our letters of instructions to the 
States, which were sent out a few weeks 
ago, advised that all enlisted men from 
the first three grades, from the grade of 
vergeant on down, if they claimed depen- 
dents, that the States were authorized 
and urged to replace them. We couldn't 
tell them to, because under the law in 
time of peace it is a State function, and 
the discharge of men in the guard is a 
State function, and the appointment of 
oflicers is a State function. So we urged 
them to get rid of them.’ 

“That is, the National Guard Bureau 
in Washington has urged the States and 
the National Guard authorities in the 
States to get rid of any men who might be 
put to too great a sacrifice, or who might 
present cases in which it would not be 
wise to call the men into service. Gen-

eral Williams testified that for 2 years 
they had been trying to do this; that 
some 2 years ago when they made a sur- 
vey of the situation they found that per- 
haps about 8 percent of the men in the 
National Guard ought to be replaced for 
one good reason or another, and that, due 
to the efforts that had been made, he 
would estimate today that 8 percent had 
been reduced to only about 3 percent. So, 
according to the testimony of General 
Williams, some 97 percent of the National 
Guard today are ready for this Federal 
service, and the National Guard Bureau 
is endeavoring to eliminate the 8 percent 
that, because of dependency or some other 
good reason, ought not perhaps to be 
called into the service. 

“Let me say that I cannot subscribe to 
the doctrine that these men ought not to 
be called into the service because it may 
be they were not told that perhaps at a 
particular date there would arise the par- 
ticular situation which now confronts 
the Nation and they would be called into 
the service. Every man knows when he 
enlists in the National Guard that he is 
enlisting with the idea that his service 
will be available to his State and to the 
Federal Government when and if his ser- 
vices are needed.” 


General Marshall’s Estimate 

In a conference with newspapermen on 
7 Aug., General George C. Marshall, chief 
of staff, estimated that personnel losses 
in the National Guard when it is ordered 
into active service probably will be about 
20 percent through physical examinations, 
release of those with dependents, ete. 
Thus, he estimated, companies with 75 
men would be reduced to about 60 men 
each, which numbers he declared would 
have to be inereased through conscrip- 
tion to make the units and their training 
program effective. 

Concerning the attitude of members of 
the Guard itself, Senator Barkley read 
a letter he had received from Capt. Philip 
Rh. Ross, of Battery C of the 138th Field 
Artillery, Louisville, Ky., while it was an- 
nounced that Senator Chandler had re- 
ceived a letter similar in tone from Gen. 
Ellerbe Carter, of the National Guard 
of Kentucky. Captain Ross’ letter follows: 

“IT hold a commission as captain in the 
Kentucky National Guard, commanding the 
organization shown on this letterhead, IT have 
a pretty good job in civil life. But T want to 
state that IT am in favor of the compulsory 
service bill and that I consider such a step 
necessary. T also favor induction of the Na- 
tional Guard into Federal service, because I 
know hew badly we need intensive training. 
I respectfully urge you, as the senior Sena 
tor from Kentucky, to relay this letter to 
Senator Chandler and the several Representa- 
tives from Kentucky in the House. 

“While T cannot speak for my brother offi- 
cers, I do know that the general opinion here 
is overwhelmingly in favor of both bills men 
tioned in the preceding paragraph. We feel 
that Inasmuch as the Federal Government has 
invested thousands of dollars in us, and we 
have been accepting Federal pay during the 
years of peace-time duty, we may expect to 
be called into Federal service in times of 
emergency and will gladly respond.” 


Explanation of Bill 

In his explanation of the provisions of 
the bill, Senator Shappard spoke as fol- 
lows: 

“Under this joint resolution the President 
is given authority to order into the active 
military service of the United States, for a 
period of 12 consecutive months, any or all 
members and units of any or all reserve com- 
ponents of the Army of the United States, 
and retired personnel of the Regular Army 
with or without their consent, to such ex- 
tent and in such manner as the President 
may deem necessary in strengthening the na- 
tional defense. 

“The joint resolution further provides that 
the members and the units of the reserve com- 
ponents ordered into active Federal service 
shall not be employed beyond the limits of 
the Western Hemisphere except in the Terri- 
tories and possessions of the Bnited States, 
including the Philippine Islands, 

“The other reserve components, aside from 
the National Guard, affected by the joint res- 
olution are the Officers’ Reserve Corps, num- 
bering at present approximately 116,000 offi- 
cers, the retired personnel of the Regular 
Army, amounting to 3,750 officers and 12,000 
enlisted men, the Regular Army Reserve, to- 
taling 35,000, and the Enlisted Reserve Corps, 
including probably 3,000 men. 

“It will be seen that under the provisions 
of this joint resolution the President is auth- 
orized to order into service the units and per- 
sonnel involved with or without their con- 


sent. It is necessary to impose a requirement 
of this kind in order promptly to obtain the 











needed forces and assistance. Without such 
a requirement the response will be slow and 
ineffective. General Marshall said at the hear- 
ings on the pending measure that the situa- 
tion at the present time as to our availability 
of personnel in the Regular Army for train- 
ing, our availability of material or equipment 
in the Regular Army for training, and as to 
the necessities for having certain trained units 
in the Regular Army available for immediate 
action, should necessity arise, is such that a 
mobilization of the National Guard is neces- 
sary to the functioning of the selective-service 
act, as well as in the matter of the Guard’s 
own training. 

“Provision is made in the joint resolution 
making sure that all the personnel ordered 
into active service shall receive, while in such 
service, the pay and allowances and the other 
benefits prescribed for the Regular Army. 

“While section 3 of the measure before us 
was not proposed by the President, it was 
the sense of the Senate Military Affairs Com- 
mittee that an effort should be made to re- 
store persons ordered into service to their 
former employment at the end of their train- 


ing or to employment of similar pay and 
status. 
“When such persons have been employed 


by the United States Government, its terri- 
tories or possessions, or the District of Co- 
lumbia, they shall be restored to such posi- 
tions, or to positions of like status and pay. 

“When such persons were employed by pri- 
vate employers dealing in Interstate com- 
merce, such employers shall restore such per- 
sons to the positions they held, or to posi- 
tions of like status and pay, unless the em- 
ployer’s circumstances have so changed as to 
make it impossible or unreasonable to do so. 

“When such persons were in the employ of 
any State or political subdivision thereof, it 
is declared to be the sense of Congress that 
they should be restored to such positions or 
positions of like status and pay. 

“Persons restored to Federal Government 
positions or to positions in private employ- 
ment shail so restored without loss of 
seniority, insurance participation, or other 
benefits, and such persons shall not be dis- 
charged from such positions without cause 
within 1 year after such restoration. 

“The failure or refusal of any private em- 
ployer to comply with the provisions of the 
joint resolution shall be an unfair labor prac- 
tice within the meaning of the National Labor 
Relations Act. If no remedy is available un- 
der the National Labor Relations Act, the 
district court of the United States for any 
district in which such employer maintains a 
place of business shall have power, upon the 
filing of a motion, petition, or other appro- 
priate pleading by the person entitled to the 
benetits of the joint resolution, to specifically 
require such employer to comply with the 
spirit and purpose of the joint resolution. 
The court shall order a speedy hearing in 
any such case, and shall advance it on the 
calendar.”

He said that as a matter of fact 
he had testified before the Committee on 
Military Affairs, which has just brought 
in this so-called conscription bill.” 

Senator Sheppard called attention to 
the consideration which has been given 
by his committee to his own bill, S. 2224, 
to. increase enlisted pay, but it was re- 
ealled that his committee was informed 
that “the Director of the Bureau of the 
Budget, who, after taking up the matter 
with the President, informed the War 
Department that the enactment of legis- 
lation as proposed in either majority or 
minority reports should be postponed for 
the consideration of a later Congress.” 
(The reports referred to were those of 
the Interdepartmental Pay Committee. ) 
However, Senator Sheppard said that the 
entire matter is still under consideration 
by his committee. 

Former Secretary of War Woodring’s 
letter epitomizéd the situation as fol- 
lows: 

“Several years ago, and also several 
months ago, I proposed to the adminis- 
tration the increase of the basic pay of 
the enlisted soldier of the United States 
Army from $21 to $30. The reply was | 
that it was inconsistent with the finan- | 
cial program of the Administration. 
Whether that inconsistency holds good to- 
day, I would be willing for the Senate to 
decide. I believe the voluntary system is 
at a great disadvantage.

Continuing General Drum said: 

“The absence of normal combat aviation, 
adequate forces of modern tanks and motor 
whicles, as well as certain modern weapons, 
yesents a situation which compels omission 
@ much training in accordance with our con- 
eptions of the recent battles in Kurope. While 
[have authorized the use of motor cars and 
ight trucks as substitutes for scout cars and 
light tanks, we will be able to illustrate in only 
sminor way the coordinated blows of combat 
wiation, mechanized forces, tanks and the 
geedy advance of motorized troops. Notwith- 
sanding these deficiencies, there is much that 
vecan do and learn along the lines of modern 
jattle methods. In our work let us keep these 
lssons in mind, even if our state of prepared- 
oss deprives us of certain vital military tools. 

Special Instructional Objectives 

“In training small units (platoons, com- 
panies, etc.) as well as the exercises of larger 
mes (brigades, divisions and corps) I desire 
that our limited time be devoted primarily to 
th conduct of battle—‘mechanism of battle. 
Weknow less about this phase of war and it is 
nore complicated and decisive than great motor 
oop movements, swings around and logistics. 
(or people are motor-minded and may more 
readily be trained in such movements than in 
the conduct of the fight. Consequently, ‘ap- 
proach to and conduct of battle’ are the train- 
ing objectives that I have announced for all 
wr exercises.

not a means of combat. To carry troops in these 
latter vehicles into a battle zone where they 
are exposed to the intense fire of battle is an 
inexcusable error entailing unnecessary loss of 
many lives and probable disaster. Such em- 
ployment of these vehicles can only be war- 
ranted when an enemy has broken and one 
seeks to grasp an important fleeting opportun- 
ity. Do not let our motor-mindedness lead us 
to the disaster resulting when troops are 
caught in motors under air or ground fire or 
without security forces to safeguard us from 
hostile surprise. 

“(5) Constant reconnaissance (air and 
ground), constant security measures in all 
directions to avoid surprise, and continuous 
contact by connecting groups with adjacent 
units should be maintained at all times. A gen- 
eral use of motors for troop movements tends 
to make us ‘road-bound’ with a consequent 
neglect of these fundamental safeguards. 

“(6) All forces should be trained as a nor- 
mal feature of operations in night advances and 
cross-country movements. In no other way can 
one escape the destructive effect of air bomb- 
ing and machine gunning and the crash of 
tanks and the intensity of modern Artillery 
fire. Cover is best secured by cross-country 
movements. Avoid the tendency to become 
‘road-bound’, so likely to result from motoriza 
tion. When motors cannot operate across 
country or when exposed to intense hostile fire 
and to gain surprise and outflanking positions, 
cross-country advances must be made as a 
normal procedure. 

“In all such movements and during an at- 
tack, contact with adjacent units is essential 
maintain it by connecting groups strong 
enough to prevent an enemy infiltrating and 
outtlanking your command. 

Fire Power 

“(7) Fire power includes the bombing and 
machine gunning by airplanes, the gun fire and 
crashing advance of tanks, the fire of all Artil- 
lery and Infantry weapons, The application of 
this fire power, not by separate weapons, but in 
combination, is essential to insure battle sue 
cess. From the smallest unit, the Infantry 
squad and a bombing flight, to a whole combat 
Army, commanders should be indoctrinated 
with this viewpoint and be trained to apply 
their combined fire power in all combat situa- 
tions as a basis for decisive blows to be de 
livered by the Infantry and its tanks and 
clinched by mechanized forces and in some in- 
stances by horse Cavalry. 

“(8) Within the division, the old termin- 
ology of ‘accompanying guns’ and ‘Infantry bat 
teries’ has been developed into what is now 
called ‘combat teams.’ Whereas in the past a 
grouping of Infantry and light Artillery units 
was formed as each tactical situation arose, 
modern methods dictate a reverse procedure. 
Specific Infantry regiments and light Artillery 
battalions are now placed permanently in one 
group called a ‘combat team’ and so remain 
until the tactical situation demands central 
ized control to secure concentrated Artillery 
fire at which time the Artillery reverts to con 
trol of the divisional Artillery commander. 
This decision is a funetion of the division 
commander, This semi-permanent grouping 
facilitates speed in issuance of orders and in 
movements, more efficient cooperation between 
the Infantry and Artillery and develops a de 
sirable fraternal feeling. However, one must 
guard against such a system destroying the 
division commander's great power inherent in 
concentrated Artillery fire. 


“(9) In approaching battle, in deployments 
and in advances in battle, small units and 
large ones should seek——first, to locate the 


enemy and then pin him down and hold him 
by fire power (air, ground and tanks)— second, 
to outflank, encircle and surround him under 
cover of this fire power and with great apede, 
and third, destroy him by breaking up his com 
mand, organizational and supply systems, This 
procedure should guide units of all sizes but its 
application will vary with the size and arma 


ment of each unit and in each situation, In 
fantry battalions of limited mobility and fire 
power should not attempt the wide deploy 


ments and encircling movements applicable to 
a group of tanks; so also an Infantry division 
and an armored (tank) division will not apply 
the principle with corresponding distances be 
tween separate units. Distances between ele 
ments of the same command should based 
primarily on relative fire power and mobility. 
Employment of Tanks 

“(10) Vechanized Cavatry, armored divi 
sions and Infantry tanks are recognized group- 
ings for employment of the modern tank. We 
should confuse the primary functions of 
these groups—-the mechanized Cavalry is the 
‘iron horse’ and follows, as was illustrated in 
our maneuvers of last year, the recognized 
principles for the employment of Cavalry. 
Armored divisions comprising up to 500 heavy 
and light tanks supported by motorized Infan- 
try, light Artillery and Engineers, are a rela- 
tively new instrument. In close conjunction 
with aerial bombing they seek to crush hostile 
opposition by penetration or outflanking in 
advance of, and to create openings for, success 
ful operations by the main Infantry forces. 
Whereas the Infantry tank is an accompanying 
weapon operating directly with Infantry units. 
Unfortunately, no mechanized Cavalry or 
armored divisions will be available in our ex. 
The limited tanks available to us are 


ercises, 


of the Infantry accompanying group. Bear in 
mind that tanks in any of these groupings are 
offensive weapons of great mobility. They have 
fire power, a crushing power and a great moral 
effect. They attack each other with gun fire and 
by charging into each other. Their speed, 
armor, armament and mobility prompt close 
contact operations and generally movements 
across country. Do not waste them by fritter- 
ing them away in unimportant operations. 

“Defense against tanks includes early and 
extensive reconnaissance, natural obstacles 
(rivers and woods), made obstacles (ditches, 
blocks, traps and contact mines) and anti-tank 
guns and tanks themselves. The new 37 mm 
anti-tank gun and the old 75 mm gun are excel- 
lent weapons for this purpose. Avoid a ten- 
dency to seatter these weapons into small 
groups before anything is known of approach- 
ing enemy tanks. The main steps are first, 
reconnaissance and road blocks and obstacles ; 
second, hold in hand ready for immediate move 
ment guns and tanks and then send them to 
meet the enemy's tanks by mass employment 
instead of in single units. This employment re- 
quires great depth to overcome the speed and 
mobility of hostile tanks, 

“(11) Horse Cavatry has not been replaced 
entirely by aviation and mechanized Cavalry. 
Greater mobility and radius of action, coupled 
with immensely increased fire power, give to 
aviation and mechanized Cavalry a field of 
action far beyond horse Cavalry, which, how- 
ever, retains its importance for local and de- 
tailed reconnaissance work and will find valu- 
able employment in country difficult or impas- 
sible for tanks. 'We have in these exercises 
several horse Cavalry units with horse Artil- 
lery. In addition, we expected to have a new 
type of a Cavalry unit known as a corps recon 
naissance regiment, It is half mechanized and 
half portee Cavalry (motorized horses). The 
mechanized squadron comprises principally 
seout cars with motoreycles, while the other 
squadron is horsed, the animals carried In horse 
trailers. We will watch with interest this new 
innovation which combines mobility, some 
armored and some animal units. 

Decisions and Orders 

“(12) Combat decisions and orders in form 
and substance have passed through two cycles 

firat, the brevity of the expression ‘follow 
me’; second, the complicated detailed pages of 
the World War days. The demands of speed 
and the grasping of fleeting opportunities of 
present battle tactics require the diseard of 
the latter system while the complexity of 
handling great masses of human beings and ma- 
chines with all the supply problems associated 
therewith make inadmissible in most cases the 
brevity of the days when the leader actually 
led his small group. Modern conditions in- 
volve not only the complications indicated, but 


eall for large staffs specialized in various 
phases of operations, supply and logistics. 


These opposing objectives—-speed and brevity 
on the one hand and the work of large special- 
ized staffs on the other—conflict and, unless 
commanders take this problem in their own 
hands, the real objective of a combat unit 
successful combat of front line units——will be 
difficult to achieve. I have devised a solution 
which I desire all commanders to follow in 
these exercises as a test, It Is based on the 
following: 

“All instructions for combat, movements, 
ete., Will be issued in two categories, viz: 

“(1)) The commander's decision which will 
include only such information of the enemy and 
such statement of the commander's plan and 
directions to his subordinate commanders as 
will permit them to initiate the operations of 
their commands whether In combat or in a 
movement. All administrative, supply, medi 
eal, ete., plans and directions are to be omitted 
from the commander's decision. In most cases 
many of the commander's Instructions may be 
indicated on an overlay map. 

“¢9) 1/1 instructions supplementing the 
foregoing will be issued by staff officers, within 
their respective spheres of activity after being 
coordinated by a chief of staff or executive. 
These Instructions will not be combined in one 
document but formulated by each staff head 
and sent direct in that staff head's channel of 
Associated with this system is the 
necessity for careful consideration by the head 
staff officer and action by staff officers to keep 
their commanders informed at all times, 

“This system, I believe, will give to the com 
bat troops In amplectime the information neces

sary to initiate operations —-without waiting 
for the administrative details which are not 


essential until a later period of the action, 
Air Defense 

“d1) tir defense of an Army in battle has 
become such a special problem that our plans 
contemplate the following agencies to meet 
both hostile air planes and parachutists. 

“lirat, all trops are now or will be equipped 
with anti-aircraft weapons in addition to their 
normal armament, It is hoped that many of 


these new weapons will serve both purposes, 
ie, ground combat and anti-aircraft fighting. 


With such weapons all troops must be prepared 
to defend themselves against aireraft and para- 


chutists. They must not rely solely on the 
special anti-aireraft units of the corps and 
army for these purposes. Second, there are 


anti-aireraft regiments with small and 
large caliber mobile guns, searchlights, ete., in- 


corps 





tended for the protection of corps installations 
and special features of a corps zone of action. 


They function under corps direction, Third, 
there is an Army air defense organization 
which comprises: (1) Headquarters of the 


Army Air Defense Command, (2) a number of 
air fighter units (pursuit squadrons, ete.), 
(3) a number of anti-aircraft mobile gun regi- 
ments, and (4) an air observation and warning 
and communication service. The commander 
of the Army air defense units, under the Army 
commander, coordinates the whole air defense 
of the Army and with the forces directly under 
his command provides general protection to the 
whole Army as well as to special important 
localities. 

“The tirst organization of this kind in our 
Army will be with us in these maneuvers, While 
the troops and facilities will be limited we will 
gain valuable experience by this training.”

Senator Sheppard announced this week 
that he proposed to offer an amendment 
to the supple ment: iry appropriation bill 
providing thaf, “Notwithstanding any 
other provision of law, the Secretary of 
the Navy is authorized, in his discretion, 
to construct housing and other structures 
of a permanent character within the limi- 
tations of appropriated funds in any case 
where such construction, in his opinion, 
is required in the interests of national 
defense.”

We need this force, not to 
wage aggressive war anywhere, not to send 
“penditionary forees to Europe, or to Asia, 
tt simply to defend this continent against 
igeression. Let us see why. 

“In the first place, we are committed by the 
Monroe Doctrine to maintain the integrity of 
the Western Hemisphere. Such a policy im- 
ples not only the defense of continental 
America, from Point Barrow to Tierra del 
Puego, but also the denial to an enemy of 
tir bases on any one of the numerous islands 
vithin flying radius of the mainland. Above 
ill, it means the maintenance of a Panama 
(inal continuously open for the transit of 
the United States Fleet. 

“Por the successful accomplishment of these 

‘tategic missions, the War Department be 
leves that we must have as a minimum a 
Powerful, mobile army, thoroughly trained 
Ml properly equipped, consisting of twenty- 
ren infantry divisions, two cavalry divi 
ons, and four armored divisions, with the 
mMeessary supporting corps, army, and GHQ 
tits, Based on our own previous peacetime 
‘andards, such an army is, indeed, a formid- 
thle array, but, compared to what other 
hwers have at present, it is relatively a 
molest figure. Germany, for instance, has 
'etween 200 and 250 divisions. Great Britain 
lis crowded into the United Kingdom alone, 
“area comparable to that of New England, 
‘total of at least thirty-three divisions. With 
‘similar number of mobile units, we hope 
” protect an entire continent. 
,_ in total strength this ground army calls 
or 850,00) men. To be sure, such a peacetime 
iorce would set a new precedent for America, 
‘at, in comparison, Germany has five to six 
million soldiers, while Great Britain has mar- 
thiled about one and one quarter million to 
"sist the Nazi threat. 

Since war has entered the third dimen- 
‘ion, we must keep pace with air progress. 
War Department plans call for 150,000 men to 
Perate and maintain the necessary Air Corps 
elulpment. Comparison with Germany and 
— Britain again illustrates the reason- 
Reich of the Army’s plans. The Third 
tho boasts of a well-rounded air force of 
Pome one-half million men. The Royal Air 

tee has about 250,000. 
a? these 850,000 ground and 150,000 air 
‘ops, we must add 100,000 for our overseas 
mrrisons. These outposts in the Philippine 
Md Hawaiian Islands, in Alaska, in Puerto 





Rico, and in the Panama Canal Zone provide 
security for naval and air bases from which 
our forces can operate to deny hostile access 
to our shores. 

“For fixed harbor defenses so necessary for 
the protection of seaports and naval bases in 
continental United States, the War Depart- 
ment estimates a need for another 50,000 men. 
Nor does this number appear excessive when 
we consider the length of our coast line and 
the vital importance of our many large cities 
exposed to attack from the sea. 

“In addition, 150,000 to 200,000 men will be 
required for the induction and the initial 
training of recruits; for their supply, equip- 
ment, and medical care; and for other ad- 
ministrative functions connected with the es 
tablishment and maintenance of the aug 
mented military forces. 

“The total in required military man power 
thus runs to about 1,300,000." 


Pass Meade Bill 

The House of Representatives this 
week passed and sent to the Senate, HR. 
NGS88, “to provide for the advancement on 
the retired list of any officer of the Navy 
or Marine Corps retired pursuant to the 
provisions of Section 13 or 15 (e) of the 
Act of 283 June 1938.”

Knox Urges Bigger USNA 

Hope that pending legislation provid- 
ing for a permanent increased enrollment 
at the U. 8S. Naval Academy would be 
enacted was expressed this week by Sec- 
retary of the Navy Frank Knox. 

The Secretary pointed out that, though 
there is authorization for appointment of 
five midshipmen by each Member of Con- 
gress, appropriations have limited the 
number of such appointments to four 
each. The authorization should be in- 
creased to six appointments per member, 
he said, and funds and facilities provided 
to care for the increase. 

In this connection, Chairman Vinson of 
the House Naval Affairs Committee in- 
troduced a bill on 5 Aug. authorizing the 
President, until 1 Sept. 1940, to appoint 
as additional midshipmen at large “those 
competitive and alternate candidates des- 
ignated for admission in the calendar 
year 1940 who were found mentally 
qualified therefor prior to the date of this 
Act but were not accepted for reasons 
other than physical disqualification.” 
Representative Fay on the same day in- 
troduced a bill authorizing the appoint- 
ment of six instead of five midshipmen 
for each Senator, Representative, Dele- 
gate in Congress, and Resident Commis- 
sioner from Puerto Rico. 

Alaskan Sector 

Formation of an Alaskan Sector within 
the 13th Naval District was also an- 
nounced by Mr. Knox, but he stated that 
a sector commander had not yet been 





designated. When one is named, he will 
coordinate Naval activities in Alaskan 


and related waters, particularly the ac- 
tivities at the Unalaska, Sitka and Ko- 
diak bases, under general supervision of 
the commandant of the 13th Naval Dis- 
trict at Puget Sound Navy Yard. 

Speaking about progress in construc- 
tion of the new naval bases, Secretary 
Knox declared that construction projects 
at Ford Island and Kaneohe, Hawaii, 
would be completed this December, rather 
than in October, 1941, as originally sched- 
uled. Johnson Island base will be com- 
pleted in August, 1941, instead of March, 
1942, as originally estimated; Palmyra 
Island will be finished in July, 1941, in- 
stead of May, 1942, and Midway Island 
base will be completed in December, 
1941, as first scheduled. 

Mr. Knox referred again to progress 
made in equipping naval vessels against 
aerial attack and stated that all ships as 
rapidly as possible were being given ad- 
ditional protection for gun crews and 
were being fitted with all-purpose guns, 
suitable for use against both surface and 
aerial attackers, in place of the present 
secondary armament. 

Sale of Destroyers 

Questions as to his views on the pro- 
posed sale of 50 destroyers to Britain 
were dismissed with the observation that 
the Secretary of the Navy was an admin- 
istrative official, not a policy-making offi- 
cial. “The destroyer problem,” Mr. Knox 
said, “is up to the Congress of the United 
States.” He referred to the fact that sale 
of warships was prohibited by interna- 
tional law—“‘now a dead-letter’—the Es- 
pionage Act of 1917, and legislation en- 
acted by the 76th Congress, with the lat- 
ter phrase glossing over the direct re- 
buke given the Navy recently when it 
attempted to dispose of 20 motor torpedo 
boats to England. The rebuke took the 
form of legislation forbidding the sale of 
any naval vessels without express con- 
sent of Congress. 

It was revealed that all but 20 of the 
109 World War destroyers are now in 
service, and those 20 are now being re- 
fitted—many as vessels with special mis- 
sions, including four as fast transports 
for the Marine Corps which will be able 
to keep up with the fleet and which for 
short distances will be able to carry 300 
to 400 men. 





Selective Service Bill 

The Senate Military Affairs committee 
on 5 Aug. reported out by vote of 13 to 3, 
the bill to provide Compulsory Military 
Training and Service. While the measure 
was not taken up formally by the Senate 
until yesterday, its provisions were the 
subject of considerable discussion while 
the National Guard bill was on the floor. 

Members of the committee divided as 
follows in reporting the measure: 

For favorable report—Democrats: Shep- 
pard of Texas, Reynolds of North Carolina, 
Thomas of Utah, Lee of Oklahoma, Schwartz 
of Wyoming, Hill of Alabama, Chandler of 
Kentucky, Smathers of New Jersey, and 
Minton of Indiana. Republicans: Gurney of 
South Dakota, Holman of Oregon, Austin of 
Vermont, and Bridges of New Hampshire. 

Against favorable’ report Democrat: 
Johnson of Colorado. Republican: Thomas 
of Idaho. Farmer-Labor: Lundeen of Min- 
nesota. 

Senator Downey, Democrat, of California, 
was recorded as not voting. Senator Slattery, 
Democrat, of Illinois, was absent. 

Later a minority report was submitted 
by the three Senators who voted against 
it. ¥ 

Complicating matters was a letter from 
former Secretary of War Harry H. Wood- 
ring urging that the bill be amended so 
that it would not be effective “until, and 
after, the Chief of Staff of the United 
States Army has first advised the Sen- 
ate in writing that the voluntary system 
has completely broken down.” When we 
adopt compulsory training, he said, we 
must be assured “that we have unques- 
tionably left the American principle based 
on the individual’s freedom of action and 
have adopted a bill that smacks of totali- 
tarianism.” 

The House Military Affairs committee 
met a number of times during the week, 
but failed to take any action on the con- 
scription bill.

d. Only those Reserve Officers who have 
had training with animals shall be assigned 
to animal drawn units. 

e. The initial tour is to be one year in 
length with privilege of extension, by addi- 
tional one year periods, during the current 
emergency; assuming availability of funds 
and a satisfactory performance of duty by the 
officer. Each will, however, be advised that 
he may be relieved at any time, should his 
services prove unsatisfactory,

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Services Speed Production 


toth the War and the Navy Depart- 
ments moved this week to speed the pro- 
duction rate at arsenals and navy yards, 
the former going on a three-shift basis at 
arsenals, and the latter increasing hours 
of employees at navy yards and stations. 

In order to increase employment and 
facilitate production, Secretary of War 
Stimson has directed that the six Ord 


nance manufacturing arsenals put into 
effect beginning 10 Aug. a three-shift 
basis, employing all available skilled 


labor for this purpose. This arrangement 
is authorized temporarily in order to ob- 
tain maximum production of needed war 
supplies from these establishments, 
During the continuance of the program 
the laborers and mechanics will be paid 





time and a half for time worked over 40 





hours per week. The result will be three 
shifts of 8 hours per day, 6 days per 
week. This will apply to laborers and 
mechanics at the following manufactur- 
ing establishments: Rock Island Arsenal, 
Ill., which now has a total of approxi 
mately 5500 employees; Watertown 
Arsenal, Mass., which now has approxi- 
mately 2,200 employees ; Frankford Arse- 
nal, Pa., which now has approximately 4, 
700 employees ; Springfield Armory, Mass., 
which now has approximately 3,200 em- 
ployees; Picatinny Arsenal, N. J., which 
now has approximately 3,800 employees ; 
and Watervliet Arsenal, N. Y., which now 
has approximately 1,800 employees. The 
action was taken after conference with 
Commissioner Hillman of the Advisory 
Committee to the Council of National 
Defense, and with the approval of the 
President, It will make possible the em- 
ployment in these arsenals of over 8,000 
additional skilled mechanics and the 
further employment of possibly double 
that number of semi-skilled and unskilled 
personnel, It is expected by the Ord- 
nance Department that these measures 
will result in an increase in production 
of at least 65 per cent. 

Navy Secretary Knox also granted au- 
thority to all navy yards and stations to 
work employees in excess of 40 hours per 
week, 

An announcement said the authority 
had been granted in co-operation with 
Sidney Hillman, labor member of the Na- 
tional Defense Committee, with the 
understanding that workers would be 
paid time and a half for work in excess 
of 40 hours. 

Officials said the order would lift a 
limitation on working hours which the 
Navy imposed after President Roosevelt 
had said he believed it was unnecessary 
to work more than 40 hours a week until 
more of the unemployed had been ab- 
sorbed, 

It was also learned this week that the 
U. S. Housing Authority is going over 
with officials of the Rock Island Housing 
Authority details of an application for a 
housing loan to construct 300 dwelling 
units to relieve the acute housing short- 
age in that city. 

Though U, S. IT. A. has no new appro- 
priations, it expects to recapture the mil 
lion or more dollars needed for the proj- 
ect through savings on housing projects 
under construction or by cancellation of 
earmarkings already made, 

Rock Island's neighboring cities are 
also preparing to construct housing units 
with U. S. IL. A. funds. Moline, HL, is 
planning to erect 200 dwelling units; East 
Moline is planning 100 such units, and 
Davenport, Iowa, may build 200 to 400 
housing units.

Following benediction by Col, Paul B, 
Rupp, Col. kugene A. Lohman as master 
of ceremonies introduced to the graduat 
ing class and their guests the principal 
speaker, Col, Taylor Kk. Darby, MC, in 
acting as master of ceremonies at this 
graduation, Colonel Lohman terminates 
a four-year tour of duty at the Advanced 
Flying School; having received orders 
from the War Department to report to 
the Gth Corps Area at Chicago as the air 
officer of that area, 


Colonel Darby, the present commanding 
oflicer of the Station Hospital at Ft. Sam 
Houston, is a graduate of the Army 
Medical College, Army War College, and 
the Command and General Staff School, 
As Colonel Lohman pointed out in his 
introductory remarks, “Colonel Darby is 
thoroughly familiar with school activities 
and the problems confronting students, 
having served a four-year detail on the 
Faculty of the Command and General 
Staff School. 

Following Colonel Darby's address, 
presentation of the diplomas and commis 
sions in the Air Corps Reserve to the 
graduating flying cadets took place, 
Colonel Darby had an opportunity at that 
time to congratulate each young Army 
Air Corps pilot individually on receipt of 
his commission, Colonel Lohman, forego 
ing the usual honor granted the com- 
mandant of the Advanced Flying School, 
took the pleasure of asking his successor 
and newly appointed commanding officer 
of the Gulf Coast Air Corps Training 
Center, Col. Millard F. Harmon, jr., to 
present each graduate his highly coveted 
“Wings.” With this final gesture, Colonel 
Lohman indicated that he was turning 
over the reins of responsibility of the Air 
Corps Training Center to Colonel Har 
mon, 

The graduating class will be stationed 
at Kelly Field pending arrival of War 
Department orders to the numerous Air 
Corps posts throughout the United States 
and its possessions, and will make their 
initial flight as Air Corps pilots the day 
after their graduation. One hundred and 
one of the graduates will be retained at 
the Training Center to undergo the rigid 
and comprehensive Instructors’ School 
course, and will later receive orders send 
ing them to either the Training Center 
in San Antonio or to the newly-organized 
West Coast Air Corps Training Center or 
to the Southeast Air Corps Training Cen 
ter. 
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Financial Digest 


The scheduled airlines are, in effect, 
an arm of the GHQ Air Force. They must 
be ready, in time of need, to furnish the 
transport complement which the military 
forces do not have and which they could 
not provide and maintain without enorm- 
ous expenditures annually. In connec- 
tion with mobilization, they may have 
to perform this function for a few days 
or a week or intermittently, But they 
must at all times be ready. 


This means that the airlines must be 
kept in sound financial condition. It 
means also that they must have the cash 
necessary to make large purchases of 
equipment and to expand at a rate even 
greater than their expansion during the 
past few years. For with the growth in 
the Air Force and the nation’s aviation 
needs, the growth of the airlines must 
keep pace. 

For these reasons Congress provided, 
in the Civil Aeronautics Act, adopted 
only two years ago, that the income of 
the airlines should be whatever is neces- 
sary to meet the necds of commerce and 
national. defense. And the Civil Aero- 
nauties Board, fortified with the knowl- 
edge of those needs, is to see that that 
income is provided. 

Now it is proposed to adopt an excess 
profits tax which will apply to all in- 
dustry, including the airlines. Unfortu- 
nately for a new industry, which has a 
record of virtually no earnings until the 
past year and which has an extremely 
low investment, this tax will operate to 
keep income, after the tax is paid, to 
very small amounts—obviously far less 
thun is necessary to enable the lines to 
make purchases at a rate called for by 
defense needs for expansion, In other 
words, if the tax is applied to the air- 
lines, the decisions of the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board as to the amount of in- 
come which the carriers should have 
from time to time will be over-ruled by 
a general tax law, written without re- 
gard to the peeuliar part played by the 
airlines in the nation’s defense. The 
policy adopted by Congress in 1938 for 
air transportation, and confirmed as wise 
and necessary by the President and by 
the War and Navy Departments, will be 
crippled, 

The airlines cannot possibly earn more 
income than the Civil Aeronautics Board 
permits them to earn. And the amount 
which they are permitted to earn is de- 
termined by the indispensable needs of 
national defense. Plainly therefore an- 
other measure of income, adopted with- 
out regard to the peculiar needs of air 
transport, should not be applied to this 
industry. For it there is already a mea- 
sure of income formulated by Congress 
with the national defense requirements 
in mind. 

The wise course, then, would be to 
leave the Civil Aeronautics Act unim- 
paired and not to apply to the airlines 
the new excess profits tax. 

Otherwise the good work of 19388 will 
be undone. The airlines will be set back 
many years in their development. And 
democracy will have blundered through 
blindly applying conflicting policies. The 
nation cannot afford blunders today. 
They cost Uncle Sam too much money in 
the end. 





Secret Documents 


Pending the printing of changes in AR 
880-5, 10 June 1939, paragraph 18a(5) of 
those regulations has been changed as 
foliows: 

18a(5) Transmission by aircraft.—Secret 
documents, except those used by Air Corps 
personnel during flight, will be transported 
by aircraft or by registered air mail only un- 
der exceptional circumstances when in the 
opinion of one of the authorities designated 
in paragraph 8c the emergency demands it. 
When transmitted by military aircraft they 
will be securely wrapped and placed in the 
custody of an officer other than the pilot. 
When the flight of the military aircraft is to 
be made over water the document will also 
be weighted. 








Merchant Marine 

The original five-member Maritime 
Commission, reduced to four men by the 
resignation 1 Aug. of FE. ©. Moran, who 
has returned to his private insurance busi- 
ness, Will be further reduced 26 Sept. when 
the term of office of Rear Adm. Henry A. 
Wiley, USN-Ret., expires. 

Admiral Wiley, who aside from general 
duties as a member of the commission has 
been in general charge of maritime train- 
ing activities, is, of course, eligible for re- 
appointment. 

A number of possible appointments are 
mentioned to complete the two years re- 
maining of the term of Commissioner 
Moran. It is very probable that a ship- 
ping expert from the West Coast will be 
named to the post. It will be recalled that 
when Max O’Rell Truitt was named to 
the commission to succeed Joseph Ken- 
nedy, West Coast interests in the belief 
that Commissioner Truitt would not be a 
candidate for reappointment when his in- 
terim appointment expired urged appoint- 
ment of a representative from their sec- 
tion of the country. 

In addition to the resignation of Com- 
missioner Moran, the commission suffered 
a great loss in the resignation of L. C. 
Staver, who as special assistant to Mr. 
Moran was one of the financial advisers 
of the commission. Young “Doc” Staver, 
as he is familiarly known, possesses out- 
standing financial ability despite his 
youth, He terminated a long period of 
service with the Commission and its pre- 
decessor, the Shipping Board Bureau, to 
assume a highly responsible position inci- 
dent to reorganization of Associated Gas 
and Electric, 

More C-3’s Ordered 

Six bids were received 6 Aug. for the 
construction of another group of C-3 type 
cargo vessels, of steam or Diesel propul- 
sion, and with or without cargo refrigera- 
tion. Bids ranged from $8,200,000 to $3,- 
900,000 for each of six ships—the maxi- 
mum permitted to a single yard. 

Bidders included four West Coast yards 

Moore Drydock Co., of Oakland, Calif. ; 
Los Angeles SB & DD Co., of San Pedro; 
Western Pipe & Steel Co., San Francisco, 
and Seattle-Tacoma SB Corp., of Tacoma, 
Wash. Also bidding were Ingalls SB Co., 
of Pascagoula, Miss, and Sun SB & DD 
Co., of Chesfer, Pa. 

Shipyards Delay Deliveries 

Two bids opened 30 July for construe- 
tion of three single-screw, steam, ©-3 
passenger and cargo vessels for American 
South African Lines indicated that cur- 
rent merchant and Naval orders would 
delay materially deliveries on future 
orders. 

Bethlehem Sreel Company’s Sparrows 
Point plant asked $4,458,000 for each of 
the three ships, fixed price, and $4,053,000 
for each of three adjusted price, with de- 
livery of each ship in 974 days, 1,035 days 
and 1,095 days, respectively. 

Ingalls Shipbuilding Corp., of Pasca- 
goula, asked $4,680,000 to $4,700,000 for 
each of three ships, fixed price, and $4, 
080,000 to $4,099,000 for each of three, ad 
justed price. The highest price was foi 
delivery in 450, 495 and 530 days. An in- 
termediate price was for delivery in 450, 
495 and 750 days. The lowest price was 
for delivery in 750, 780 and 810 days. 

The following day the commission asked 
bids—-to be opened 20 Aug.—for three 
modified C-2 cargo ships for Ocean Domin- 
ion Steamship Company, to replace some 
of the old tonnage recently acquired by 
that company for its Aluminum Line ser- 
vice to the Caribbean. Provision will be 
made for 38 passengers, and beside special 
facilities for handling bauxite, there will 
be 7,800 cubic feet of refrigerated space. 

Bids for Old Ship 

Boston Lron and Metal Company, Balti- 
more, and Union Shipbuilding Company, 
Baltimore, were bidders 30 July for four 
old coal-burning passenger liners acquired 
from Germany in 1917 and for the laid-up 
freighter West Corum. Bids ranged from 
$131,699 to $183,000 for the four liners— 
the George Washington, Monticello, 
Mount Vernon and America—and $27,777 
was offered for the West Corum. 





These bids are even lower than those 


received for the four passenger liners last 
winter, and probably will be rejected, as 
those bids were. 

Bid on SS Vincent 

Grace Line has bid $1.35 a deadweight 
ton per month for the SS Vincent, a 9,808 
deudweight-ton freighter, on condition 
that an operating subsidy be granted for 
proposed operation of the vessel from 
North Atlantic ports to Panama Canal and 
West Coast of South America. 

New Vessels in Service 

The motor vessel Sea Witch, 17th C-2 
cargo ship to be placed in service was de- 
livered 30 July to American Pioneer Line 
by Tampa SB & Engineering Company. 
The Exemplar, fifth Export type cargo 
vessel to be placed in service was delivered 
to American Export Lines 1 Aug. by Beth- 
lehem Steel Co., at Quincy. 

The C-1 freighter Cape Alva was 
launched 1 Aug. at Tacoma by Mrs. John 
Boettiger, wife of the publisher of the 
Seattle Post-Intelligencer. 

The C-1 freighter Cape San Martin was 
launched 6 Aug. at Bethlehem’s San Fran- 
cisco yards by Mrs. J. Lewis Luckenbach. 
The C-2 freighter Surprise was launched 
the same day at Tampa SB and Engineer- 
ing Co., by Miss Mary Trice Howell. 





Ask Officers for EDO 

In accordance with existing law. and 
with the policies approved by the Seere- 
tary of the Navy, a limited number of 
officers may be assigned to engineering 
duly only.

Applications are particu- 
larly desired from officers of the Naval 
Academy classes 1926 to 1929 inclusive 
who have completed postgraduate in- 
struction in aeronautical engineering. 
Equal consideration will be given to those 
who pursued the structures course and 
the engines course.

Letters to the Editor 
Warrant Officers List 
Editor, AnMy AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

The information and discussion con- 
cerning the proposed change in method of 
procurement of Warrant Officers by the 
War Department, appearing both as news 
material and letters to the Editor, have 
been read with great interest. I, too, am 
one of those who, having passed the pre- 
scribed examination, relied on the promise 
inherent in the notification to all those 
who qualified and from which list over 
200 have been appointed. 

By a recent note in the JourNaL the 
War Department was depicted as being 
pleased that those now remaining on the 
eligible list for the Warrant grade had 
not deluged that office with questions, 
tactfully attributing this to the under- 
standing and intelligence of the NCOs con- 
cerned, which, after all, is as good a gen- 
eralization as can be made, 

There are a number of those who, like 
myself, are on the list with whom I have 
discussed this matter, and can say that 
my expressions made herein are substan 
tially in accord with what they have said 
to me: 

a. That the idea of requiring another 
examination of those already on the list 
is most unjust. 

b. That, if merely reclassification is de- 
sired this can readily be done, without 
the necessity for the delay and expense to 
the Government incident to another ex- 
amination, particularly at this crucial 
period, from the examination papers 
already submitted and the 201 files of the 
men in question. 

c. That the reason for failure to in- 
quire about or protest against the pro- 
posed change is due to a conviction, born 
of long experience, that their opinions 
are not desired and that any protest would 
merely land them in the military dog- 
house. 

d. That the fair thing to do, at this 
time of expansion of the Army, would be 
to appoint all now on the list, classifying 
them according to branch by a method 
similar to that outlined in b, foregoing. 
Surely, since the Army is expanding to 
over 2 million men this number of war- 
rant officers (those remaining on the list) 
will be needed and more as well. After 
appointment of all on the present list, 
another examination can be held to pro 





vide the augmentation for branches whose 
needs cannot be met from the current list. 

Those now on the list, with whom I 
have talked, do not feel that the full rea- 
sons for the proposed change have been 
stated. If other reasons exist they 
should be clearly and openly stated. We 
have been soldiers and non-commissioned 
officers long enough to understand such 
action and to loyally abide by the deci- 
sions of our superiors.

Enlisted Men as Reserve Officers

At the present time thousands of Re- 
serve Officers are being called out on ex- 
tended active duty but apparently little 
or no thought is being given to the Regu- 
lar Army enlisted men who hold Reserve 
commissions in all grades from 2nd Lieu- 
tenant to Colonel, 

The War Department needs experienced 
officers but these men are having their 
applications rejected for no other reason 
except that they are enlisted men in the 
Regular Army and have no voice in de- 
termining matters of policy, have ne 
political connections, and therefore must 
“take it and like it.” 

These non-commissioned officers should 
be called to active duty at an early date 
and assigned to duty as liaison officers 
with the National Guard, as reeru'ting 
officers, with replacement centers, or with 
the numerous other jobs that require able 
and experienced oflicers.

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Defense Production Plants 

With $200,000,000 already having been 
appropriated and $25,000,000 being car- 
ried in the appropriation bill which 
passed the House this week, the War De- 
partment, in conjunction with the Na- 
tional Defense Advisory Commission, is 
preparing to push with vigor its plan for 
the construction of approximately 139 
new plants for the manufacture of war 
materials. 

It is anticipated that these plants will 
cost $963,000,000. 

Maj. Gen, C. M. Wesson, Chief of Ord- 
nance, told the House committee that dis- 
cussions are underway with General 
Motors Company and also with the 
Chrysler company looking toward the 
construction of plants for the manufac- 
ture of aircraft cannon. 

A summary of the plants considered 
necessary to be built to provide additional 
capacity for a major national defense ef- 
fort was furnished to Congress by Col. 
James H. Burns, executive officer for the 
assistant secretary of war, as follows:

Extend Navy Enlistments 

Authority to retain future enlisted men 
of the Navy and Marine Corps in the ser- 
vice indefinitely during war or a “de- 
¢clared emergency” was requested of Con- 
gress this week by Secretary of the Navy 
Knox. 

The Secretary said the legislation 
would apply only to men enlisted after 
enactment of the measure, Under its 
terms men could be retained until six 
months after the war or “emergency” re- 
gardless of earlier expiration of their 
terms of enlistment. 

Secretary Knox also asked that the 
bill suspend, during national emer- 
gency or war, operation of section 1422 
of the Revised Statutes which authorizes 
the payment of one-fourth additional pay 
to men held overtime during war. 

Virtually all of the Navy's enlistments 
since the beginning of the present expan- 
sion program have been for six years, 
instead of four as was previously the 
custom. 





PG Training for Navy Civilians 

Secretary of the Navy Knox yesterday 
asked Congress to enact legislation au- 
thorizing post graduate training for key 
civilian employees of the Navy Depart- 
ment. Under the proposal such training 
would be given to specialists in aero- 
dynamics, metallurgy and chemistry. The 
estimated cost was $15,000 annually for 





educational expenses plus $70,000 for 
salaries of substitute employees. 


Knox Urges Compulsory Training 

Immediate adoption of a system of com- 
pulsory military training was urged by 
Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox in a 
radio address 4 Aug. The new secretary 
declared the nation’s “one hope of keep- 
ing” the war out of the Western Hemi- 
sphere “rests on the success of our efforts 
to build our defenses, on such a seale, and 
with enough speed, so that no combina- 
tion of international brigands would dare 
to test our power.” 

“Tn the past,” Mr. Knox said, “we have 
resorted to compulsory service whenever 
the nation was threatened. Today we can- 
not wait until war is actually upon us. 
It woald be too late.”

A., und Richard N, Trovinger, and 
Charles W., Raymond W., Roy z. Irvin 
R., and Carl KK. Davis. 

Sergeant Chop previously recruited 
many ministers’ sons, postmasters’ sons, 
mayors’ sons, brothers and nephews, two 
nephews of the Commissioner of Motor 
Vehicles of Maryland, and his own nephew 
and son. 

Between the period 1 Noy. 1922 and 30 
June 1940, 187 other sets of brothers, num- 
hering two, three and four each, were en- 
listed and reenlisted through Sergeant 
Chop. 





Recruiting Maintains Level 

Navy recruiting maintained its recent 
high level during the week ending 2 Aug., 
with a total of 1,016 enlistments reported 
by recruiting stations. Of these, 919 were 
first enlistments, 5S reenlistments, and 39 
enlistments of former service men. 

A total of 1,816 applicants was accepted 
for first enlistment. 


Two Get Life Saving Medals 

Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox has 
forwarded to two enlisted men of the 
Navy Silver Life Saving Medals awarded 
them by the Secretary of the Treasury. 

The medals were sent to: John Corne- 
lius Lafferty, aviation chief machinist’s 
mate, and Wilfred Frederick Johansen, 
aviation machinist’s mate, 3rd Class, for 
their efforts to rescue Lt. J. S. Fox, 
USNR, and A P. Ivey, aviation ma- 
chinist’s mate, 2nd Class, who were in a 
Navy seaplane which crashed into Pensa- 
cola Bay on 1 Jane 1989, 

Lafferty » son a solo flight when he 
saw the seaplase spin to a crash and he 
immediately preceeded to the scene of the 
accident, landed his plane and swam to 
the wrer kage which had sunk in water 
whout 25 feet deep. Johansen was on an 
instruction fligat when the seaplane 
crashed and he also went to the scene of 
the crash. Lafferty and Johansen suc- 
ceeded in extricating Ivey from the 
crashed seaplane. They put him in a crash 
boat, and then reutrned to the wreckage, 
but, were unable to locate the body of 
Lieutenant Fox.
